Appointed to investigate the charge preferred against Man- 


ager Clarke of the House of Refuge by Mrs. Camb, formerly a 


servant in the House of Refuge. 


Tothe Warden and Members of the Council of the County of Oxford. 


GENTLEMEN,— 


lst—Your Committee appointed at the December Session 
of the County Council, and directed to investigate charges made 
by Mrs. Camb, formerly a servant in the Honse of Refuge, against 
Mr. Clarke, the Manager, and also to report upon any matters 
touching the management and regulations of the Institution,that 
might during the investigation be brought to their notice, beg 


to report as follows:— 


¢ 


Your Committee have made a searching and careful invest- 
igation into the charge preferred against Mr. Clarke and referred 
to by him in bis communication read to you at your Session in 
December, and in the prosecution of their duties your Committee 
have kept steadily in view the instructions covered by your re- 
solution in respect to management and regulations governing 
the Institution. They have examined in the course of their in- 
vestigation Mrs.Camb, Manager Clarke, the Matron, the Inspect- 
or and Surgeon and also a large number of the male and female 


-invmates of the Refuge. 


Your Committie have ascertained by a personal examination 
of the document that au affidavit of affiliation has beeu made by 
Mrs. Camb against Manager Clarke,and fyled by her in the office 
of Messers. Ball & Ball. 


- Your Committee secured through correspondence the attend- 
ance before them of Mrs. Camb, at the time living in the Salvation 
Army Refuge in London. Her statement to your Committee 
was arepetition of the charge which she had already made under 
oath against Mr. Clarke as the father of her unborn child, fixing 
the date of his connection with her at the 6th June last. 


Mr. Clarke repeated to your Committee the denial contain- 


ed in his letter, read to you in December last, positively affirm- 
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ing that he had never had connection with Mrs. Camb, and that 
at no time bad he ever taken any liberties of an improper kind 
with her. 

2nd—There is therefore a direct conflict of testimony, and 
your Committee are not able to pronounce as to the guilt or in- 
nocence of the party aceused, but may only report their findings 
as follows: 


No evidence has been produced, other than that of Mrs. 
Camb, to prove Mr. Clarke guilty of the charge. 


No evidence has been produced of improper conduct by. 
Mr. Clarke towards any of the female inmates. 


Kvidence was produced to show that ill feeling was man- 
ifested by Mrs. Camb towards the Manager during apart of the 
time of her service, induced by Mr. Clarke checking her little 
boy, and his action in advertising fora servant to displace her. 


Supported testimony was produced that the conduct of Mrs. | 
Camb, while in the House of Refuge, was reprehensible. 


Evidence was produced by all the inmates examined of the 
greatest kindness and care on the part of both Mr. and Mrs, 
Clarke. 


No evidence was produced which went to show that there 
had ever been any improper conduct between the inmates them- 
selves, with the single execeptiou of occasional roughness or un- 
kinduess. 


Kvidence was produced of improper conduct between Mrs. 
Camb and some of the male inmates. 


~ 


3rd,—Your Committee are decidedly of the opinion. that 
the Manager failed in his duty by retaining Mrs. Camb, as a 
servant in the House of Refuge after being made aware of her 
conduet. 


The Manager has also failed in his duty in the judgment 
of your Committee, by permitting a too free intervisitation and 
intercourse between the sexes. 
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Your Committee are also of the opiuion that the Manager - 
has acted very unwisely, in advancing money to any person for 
the bnrial of any inmates. His duty in this respect is clearly 
laid down by the Statutes and By-law of the County. 


Your Committee are strongly of the opinion that absence 
of the Manager from the House of Refuge, and especially of 
Manager and Matron at the same time, should only be for 
reasons of the most urgent character. 


4th-- With few exceptions the inmates were unanimous in report- 
ing plenty of good, suitable and well-cooked food, but ‘there were 
found those who asked that some sugar on their porridge might 
be granted for such of the inmates as could not enjoy milk or 
syrup; that occasionally corned beef might be supplied instead 
of boiled fresh beef, and that now and again suet pudding might 
be found upon their table, and your Committee are of the opin- 
ion that these requests are not unreasonable. 


5th—Your Committee have to report the mauagement of 
the Institution on the whole very fair, but they noticed evid- 
ences of lack of attention and want of proper cire in the Harth 
Closets, carelessness of the County’s property, at the barn and 
sheds, and lack of cleanliness and attention in the Hospital. 


Your Committee found the Hospital neither properly heated 
nor properly ventilated, and in their judgment the worst con- 
ceived arranged aud managed department of the Institution. 


& 


6th---Your Committee are of the opinion that a more careful 
obedience of the provisions of your By-Law, and a more rigid » 
enforcement of the observance of the rules and regulations con- 
tained therein, by all parties concerned, would be of immense 
advantage to the Institution, and would constitute a safe prevent- 
ative of a recurrence of improper conduct in the future. 


7th—Your Committee beg to make the following recoim- 
mendations: 


A—That some description of grating and door be so placed 
in the corridor of each flat of the Refuge, as to prevent inter- 
course and intervisitation of the sexes, and perfectly separate 
the departments. 
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B—That the Yard, including the Earth Closets, be properly 
fenced in so as to prohibit the inmates from gaining exit to the 
grounds from the rear, except by permission, and that the Yards 
’ be separated by a close board fence sv as to perfectly separate 
the closets upon the male side of the yard from those upon the 
female side. , 


C—That a properly constructed system of Water Closets 
for night use and sick and infirm inmates only, be provided 
within the building, as well forthe Hospital as for both male 
and female inmates in the Refuge proper. 


D---That there shall be provided not only a more perfect 
system of heating and ventilation for the Hospital, but also that 
suitable baths, with hot water attachments, shall be provided for 
the Hospital. 


E---That some effective provision be made to prevent escape | 


of noxious gases, through the grating, into the men’s wash 
room. 


F.--That more defivite instructions be given, and enforced 
regardivg the care of earth closets. ; 


G—That better provision be made for attendance upon 
patients in the Hospital, and also for the cleanliness and care of 
this department. 

H— That inmates afflicted with fits shall not be permitted to 
sleep in rooms alone,: but that some careful provision be madg¢ 
for their comfort and safety. 


8th—Your Committee requested the Clerk to assist them in 
their work, owing to the amount of writing necessary, and he has 
met with them during each of the days of their investigation, and 
they recommend that the Clerk be paid at the same rate as the 
Members of the Committee.
